Shot Througli the Head by Some 
ün&owii Party!

Last Saturday morning our citizens 
were startled by the rumor that a man 
had been fennd dead in the timber 
about three miles northwest of town, by 
the driver of the team belonging to the 
brewery. 
* 
The Qoroner and a few of our citi 
zens immediately went to the place in 
dicatcd and there found the dead body 
of John Peterson, formerly of Red 
Wing, Minnesota. From appearance.s 
he bad been chopping in the timber 
when his assassain stepped up behind 
him, laid the guii close to his head, and 
fired, killing him instantly. The de 
ceased fell forward, burying his face in 
the snow, in which position he must 
have lain for two or three days, and 
which condition his body was found 
His body was bronght to town, and in 
the evening an Inquest was held. 
Deceased was married last spring,and 
purchased the right of Mr. Mills to his 
claim, moved into the house and com­ 
menced 
making improvements. Mr 
Peterson was regarded as an upright 
and honorable young man, comfortably 
situated, and a credit to any communi­ 
ty. His wife is nearly distracted by 
tho cold blooded affair, and.the syjnpa 
thy of the entire community. 
On Monday a subscription was raised 
among our citizens, and a reward of 
fiye hundred dollars offered for the ar­ 
rest and conviction of the murderer. 
The jury consists of Thomas Van Et^ 
ton, D. Stewart, C. H. Kauffoiann, W. 
A. Peterson, W. W. Bill and Chris. 
E. Gilson.

in Bismarck; am a practising physician; 
the ball entered at the base of the 
brain, from the left side,, passing np 
ward at an angle of about seventy-five 
degrees, and out at the center or top 
of the cranium; place of entrence of the 
ball about one inch in diameter, and its 
exit about one and one-fourth inch;

California Vintage- 
The estimate of. those best acquainted 
with the wine business of the State is 
that the vintage this year will not fall 
short of 9,000,000 gallons. Last year 
it was somewhere between 3,500,000 and 
4,000,000. 
The unseasonable rains this 
year, which are not generally looked 
for earlier than the middle of Novem­ 
ber, will tend to decrease the strength, 
but improve the quality of the white 
wines and champagnes, the chief fault 
of which, in the Judgment of connisr 
seurs, is that they are too heavy. The 
premature rains have caused the grapes 
to swell) tending to a decrease in alco­ 
holic strength which will, it is thought, 
produce light wines of greater delicacx 
and finer flavor than we have had fur 
several years. But the prospect is less 
favorable so far as red.wines; are con­ 
cerned, There has lohg existed among 
connisseurs in wines a. notion that the 
viutage in “comet years” is always of a 
superior quality, and this theory.s.eems 
likely to derive fresh, confirmation the 
presen t year. The foreign papers state 
that in ibc impor^nt proyiiice of Marne 
a rcmarkab^ fino wine has been intro 
duced this spasqn, which bas not been 
equalled by any ymtage for many years, 
past. The vintage in our northern 
counties will be láte in cphsequence of 
the rains, especially in Sonoma andNa- 
pa. The grape product has-been iin- 
mcnse, independent of what Is devoted. 
to the manufacture of wines and brand­ 
ies. A gentleman engaged in the busi- 
nei^, and who bas a turn “for facts and 
figures,” furnishes us with an e-^timato 
that, the amcuiit of grapes raised in the 
State this year and consumed or export­ 
ed will amount to 50 , pounds for every 
mao, ivotnan, and child- of ,ottc popula­ 
tion.-—Sh» Francisco Chrcmide.

.of this, course would be that the inex­ 
perience of the men might wreck the 
enterprise. To avoid this peril, the 
unÍQn.might devote its surplus ftinds, 
from time to time, to enabling its mem­ 
bers to buy an interest in the shops in 
Which they belonged. There are few 
employers who would not be willing for 
ready cash, to form an industrial part­ 
nership with their men on the plan 
which the Briggs Brothers’ experiment 
has made famou.s. A I oan to men thus 
taken into partnership, secured by a 
mortgage on their stock, would bo as 
safe as any investment. In this way a 
trades-union could gradually make al 
its members independent, instead 
keeping them and their successors posr 
It is because this productive use of the 
capital accumulated by labor is so easy 
that its unproductive waste is inexcusa 
ble.— Chicago Tribune. 
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Almost every day there coracs from 
some quarter information of a decrease 
in the manufacture of staple articles, 
and consequent depression in the labor- 
market. Tuesday it was the woolen 
manufacturers who had decided to 
make one-third less than the usual 
supply of fancy cassimeres; yesterday 
it was 134 owners of cotton mills in 
New England who had agreed to run on 
two-thirds time, and to-day it ms saic 
that 10,000 men and women accustom 
ed to work* are out of employment in 
New York City. Undoubtedly this wil 
be a hard winter. The facts caunot be 
altered by keeping them out of the 
newspapers. People know and feci the 
truth. There should be less improvi 
dence this winter than in years past 
less gratification of appetites and de 
sires,Icss petulance at small discomforts 
inore concern for the poor, more little 
savings, more human sympathy* for 
suffering and want.— Chicago Tribune.
